Although the (Jermans may be contemplating an attack here with the 


object of dislocating the sector of the British line, the probabilities seem that 


the bombardment is more of a demonstration than anything else, with the ob­ 


ject of distracting British attention and conceivably drawing reserves from 


behind the more important front to the south. 


In the Somme region the Germans are heavily shelling the British line 


directly east of Amiens on the 7-mile front north from Villers Bretonneaux 


to Mericourt L* Abbe.

The Premier said the cabinet bad taken every 
stop to hurry reinforcements. The number of guns 
and prisoners taken had been exaggerated gross­ 
ly by the Germans, he said. 
Unable to gain an initial success, he said, the 
enemy was preparing a greater attack 
and

would I*' a fatal error to underestimate the grav­ 
ity of the prospect. 
The Germans attacked with 97 divisions (ap­ 
proximately 1,160,000 men) the Premier told the 
House. 
They were relying on the idea that the 
allies had no united command and expected to 
divide the French and British armies.

They are on the ground in possession 
of all the facts, while we are thousands of mites awny and 
in possession of very meagre facts.

Areotding to the state department 
of Agriculture’s report, the condition 
of live stock in Ohio is above the aver­ 
age, with 110 serious epidemics report­ 
ed. 
The report says: 
"Livestock of

through the winter in good condition. 
Horsts and sheep wintered particular­ 
ly well. 
The condition -of horses was 
97 percent as compared with a norm­ 
al of fit; percent; of cattle Ob percent 
as compared with a normal of 96 per­ 
cent ; sheep 97 percent as compared 
with a normal of 94 percent; swine 
9d percent as compared with a normal 
of 94 percent. 
“With one exception the losses of 
live stock from disease and exposure 
were .comparatively low this year. The 
only, increase was in cattle from ex­ 
posure. caused by the extremely cold 
weather of January. 
"There wore no serious epidemics 
of wide spread occurrence in the state 
during the year.
